FACTS AND EVENTS. 
New York, July 10.—The business portion of the town of Harley, Montana, has been 
destroyed by fire, the damage being estimated at $500,000. 
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An epidemic of typhoid fever is reported to be raging in the Ternes district of Paris, 
which is much frequented by Englishmen. 

The great Falk brewery at Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, was burnt down on the 5th inst., 
the damage being estimated at a million dollars. 

The entire business portion of the town of Bakersfield, — has been destroyed 
by fire, the damage being estimated at $1,000,000. 

Humboldt, Kas., June 17.—The Nashville River is five miles wide at this point, but 
is falling. Ten thousand acres of wheat are ruined. 


A New York telegram of the 3rd inst. says twenty persons are known to have been 
killed and many injured in the railway accident near Lynchburg, Virginia 

The town of Ellensbury, in Washington Territory, has been destroyed by fre. Many 
persons have been rendered hameless, and the loss of property is stated to be heavy. 

A New York telegram reports that heavy rains, followed by floods, have again occurred 
in Pennsylvania, and great damage has been done in the Conemaugh Valley, the scene 
of the recent disaster. 

A terrible explosion occurred July 3rd in a colliery near St. Etienne, in France. 
Three hundred men were in the workings at the time, and it is reported that nearly 200 
of them have been killed. 

The English steamer Victoria and the American steamer Haytien Republic are believed 
to have both gone down off Pernambuco after collision, both vessels carrying down all 
hands, understood to be about seventy in number. 

Vermillion, Dak., June 20.—A heavy windstorm struck this place this morning, doing 
heavy damage. Colonel Kimball’s new residence, the Catholic Church and a building on 
the fair grounds are a total wreck. * heuses were moved Som thelr Seundations 
and other damage done. 

New York, July 6th.—Severe rainstorms have occurred in the district of Fort Worth, 
Texas. Railways are submerged, bridges have been swept away, and considerable dam- 
age bas been done to crops. Some loss of life is also reported. The damage done is 
estimated at two million dollars. 

A terrible accident occurred on the 4th inst., during the progress of some horse races, 

at Oklahoma City. A large stand overlooking the course suddenly collapsed. Many 
people were thrown to the ground. More than a hundred were badly injured, many of 
whom are dying. Some were killed outright. 
Chicago, June 21.— During a heavy storm in Van Bruen and Conway counties last 
Saturday, an old man named Emerson had the misfortune to lose his wife and seven 
children in the flood. There was a tremendous rain near Collintown, the county seat of 
Van Bruen county, on the Upper Red River, and it was near this point the distressing 
accident took place. 

Albany, Missouri, June 21.—A cyclone passed over the north western portion of 
Mississippi yesterday afternoon, demolishing a number of dwellings, school houses and 
other property. The house of A. P. Williams, three miles east, was destroyed. Williams’ 
nine year old son and his mother-in-law, Mrs. C. H. Bistpin, were instantly killed; Mrs. 
Williams was fatally injured, and three children badly hurt. The village of Lone Star 
was nearly destroyed and two persons fatally injured. Two or three farm houses and 
buildings were destroyed in the vicinity. 

The Canadian despatches by the City of New York report a catastrophe on June 22nd, 
on the St. Maurice River, near the City of Three River.. A steam ferryboat wae swept 
over a cataract a hundred feet deep, known as the Grand Falls, and all on board—fifteen 
passengers and five of ccew—were drowned. The scene of the disaster is halfa mile 
above the rapids. A number of excursionists for Quebec were to cross the ferry to join 
another train. The wind being violent many declined, but fifteen persons embarked. 
When the boat was half-way over the engine became disabled, and the craft was im- 
mediately swept over the rapids with her living freight. Six bodies have been recovered.

THE TESTIMONY OF PROPHECY. 


_ [CONTINUED FROM PAGE 428.] 

THERE is another class of Joseph Smith’s prophecies, which shall now be 
considered. They are of such a character that collusion by mankind for the 
purpose of fulfilling them is out of the question. In a revelation given 
March 7, 1831, we find this language: “And there shall be earthquakes also 
in divers places, and many desolations (Doc. and Cov. xiv, 33). Again: 
And after your testimony (that of the Elders) cometh wrath and indignation 
upon the people. For after your testimony cometh the testimony of earth- 
quakes that shall cause groanings in the midst of her, and men shall fall upon 
the ground, and shall not be able to stand. And also cometh the testimony 
of the voice of thunderings, and the voice of lightnings, and the voice of 
tempests, and the voice of the waves of the sea heaving themselves beyond 
bounds, and all things shall be in commotion; and surely men’s hearts shall 
fail them; for fear shall come upon all people” (Doc. and Cov. lxxxviii, 88-90) 
The revelation in which this prophecy is found was delivered on December 
27, 1832. 

With respect to the subject of n we are at the outset reminded 
of an objection frequently heard that as seismic phenomena have always been 
occurring with more or less frequency, any prophecy which relates to them, 
even though fulfilled, cannot be competent to prove that the individual who 
uttered the predictions spoke by the inspiration of the Holy Spirit. But it 
should be observed that the phenomena mentioned are not referred to as 
stradge or of a new kind, but unquestionably of such an alarming character 
that they may properly be regarded as a voice of testimony. If their number 
should be greatly increased, or if they should become very widespread and 
destructive, such an unfavorable turn of affairs would certainly become a 
legitimate subject of prophecy. This is the view which Jesus Christ himself 
took of the matter; for He distinctly sets forth that earthquakes shall be 
significant signs in the latter-days, It is recorded that “as He sat upon the 
mount of Olives, the disciples came unto Him privately, saying, tell us when 
e be the sign of thy coming, and of the 
end of the world?’ Christ replied thet these signs among others are, 
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» pestifences, and “earthquakes, in divers places” (ese Matt. xxiv). 
Thea whether mankind regard them as a matter for prophecy, and as a voice 
of testimony or not, the Lord himself most assuredly does. 

The statistics which are published this week in another column of the 
Stax, show conclusively that the world has entered upon a period in which 
earthquakes have assumed a most alarming character on account of their 
frequency and destructiveness. Milne’s work, from which the tables for the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries are taken, was published in 1886, and 
hence there are at least fourteen years of the present century which are not 
represented. The increase, notwithstanding this, is about 28 per cent.; and 
to what extent this figure may be raised during the period from 1886 to 1900 
is ‘simply conjectural. But with an average of 25 earthquakes annually for 
these fourteen years, the percentage of increase will be raised to 50. This 
average is the same as that which has prevailed during the first 86 years of 
the present century, but falls far below the number that are well known to 
be occurring every year, at present. 

Following after the table of statistics taken from Milne’s work, our readers 
will find a list of the most notable earthquakes which have occurred from 
1770 down to date. They have been separated into two periods of about 
60 years each. The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints was 
organized in the year 1830, which is now nearly 60 years ago; and the purpose 
in dividing the list into two sections has been to show that earthquakes have 
increased to an appalling extent since the testimony of the Elders of this 
Church was first heard and generally rejected. Thus Nature herself and 
her God are verifying the prophecy of Joseph Smith, that after the testimony 
of the Elders of this Church, the voice of earthquakes and general desola- 
tions should sound their awful notes of warning to the inhabitants of this 
world. God’s servants have gone forth crying in their weakness: “Repent, 
for the hour of God’s judgments is come.” The earth, in harmony with their 
testimony, is reeling under her charge also to proclaim the impending wrath 
of God, and unless her voice is heeded, and followed up by repentance, and 
a sincere acceptance of the Gospel of Jesus Christ as revealed in its fulness 
through the Prophet Joseph Smith in these latter-days, the time speedily 
comes whén the world shall know the truth of the testimony borne to them 
by the people of God, that the desolations now afflicting mankind are but the 
beginning of sorrows. “Cast away from you all your transgressions, where- 
by ye have transgressed; and make you a new heart and a new spirit: for 
why will ye die. For 1 have no pleasure in the death of him that 
dieth, saith the Lord; wherefore turn yourselves, and live ye” (Ezekiel 

B.

FUNERAL OF ELDER A. P. RICHARDS.

Ar ten minutes past six o'clock on 
the evening of Saturday, June Sth, 
the body of Elder Alma P. Richards, 
which been exhumed in Missis- 
sippi and brought home for re-inter- 


ment, arrived at Morgan, Morgan 
County, on the U. P. ilway.

UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarised from Territorial Papers.) 


The new Commercial National Bank of Salt Lake expected to open its

A terrible storm recently passed over the junction of Sanpete, Millard, and 
Juab counties, doing much damage to the railroad track.

This will be 
more in keeping with the handsome structure which will adjoin it. 

A strong report is at present buzzing around the junction city to the effect 
that it has béen settled that the workshops of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
at present situated at Evanston, will be located at Ogden City at no distant 
date. Should this turn out to be correct, Ogden will undoubtedly feel proud. 


Hon. John T. Caine bas received a communication from General Whitfield, 
second assistant postmaster-general, couched in the following terms: “I have 
the honor to inform you that, in compliance with your recommendation, an 
order has this day been made establishing service en route from Beaver to 
Paragoonah, Utah, and back, six times a week. The order is to take effect 
July Ist, 1889.” 

A strange occurrence happened at Lynne, Weber County, on Friday, June 
14th, about noon. About two blocks west of Five Points, down the Lynne 
lane, Mrs. Mary E. Hutchins owns a piece of land. On it is a swamp which 
has been there for years. An aged lady said, “I have been here for thirty- 
three years, and the swamp was there when I came.” At the time stated the 
folks heard a rumbling noise as if a team was being driven over a bridge. 
The folks ran out to see what caused such strange noise in that quiet locality, 
and to their astonishment saw the water of the swamp bubbling as if boiling. 
It continued to rise until three or four feet above its usual height, and 
running over the banks began flooding the field. This continued for about 
fifteen minutes, when the water began slowly to subside, and continued to do 
so until a hole, six or seven feet deep and probably two rods in diameter, was 
revealed to the astonished beholders. The swamp is now drying up around 
the edges, but the water remains at the bottom, which, by the way, has not 
been found by probing, at least not in the center where is located the main 


spring.—Ogden Standard.
